Whatever may be said of the practica- 
bility of national disarmament, there can 
be no dispute that it is not only merely 
a possibility but a supreme necessity to 
end forever the days of private profit in 
the instruments of death. That is the 
real enemy that is the evil thing at the 
very center of the trouble. 

At the verry core of all this evil that has 
burst at last in a world disaster lies this 
Kruppist the sordid, enormous trade in 
isstruments of death. It is the closest, 
most gigantic orgavization in the world. 

BLAMES KRUPP CONCERN. 

Time after time this vile business, with | 
its bought newspapers, its paid spies, its 
agents, its shareholders, its insane sym- 
pathizers, its vast ramifications of open 
and concealed associates, has defeated 
attempts at pacification, has piled the 
hes of explosive material higher and 
higher—the heap that bas toppled at last 
to this bloody welter in Belgium, in 
Which lives of four great nations are now | 
being torn, tormented, slaughtered, | 
Wasted beyond counting. beyond imag- | 
ining. I dare not picture it, thinking | 
now of who may read! 

It is still possible to argue that to 
de prepared for war was the way to 
keep the peace.

The Paris war office claims and Ber- 
lin admits German reverses in Alsace- 
Lorraine. The few survivors of the 
Ninety-ninth regiment, decimated by 
French artillery at Saales, arrive as pris- 
oners at Montlucon. They are Alsatians 
and surrendered eagerly. Their German

Gen. Joffre of the French army 
submits a communication in which he 
says his troops possess all the region 
to the west of Fenetrange, thirty-two 
miles inside the Lorraine border, and 
that they have conquered the majority 
of the valleys of the Vosges upon the 
slope of Alsace. He reports victory 
over a strongly intrenched German po- 
sition south of Saarburg in Lorraine, 
forty miles east of Nancy.

Japan requests the American ambas- 
sador in Berlin to take charge of Jap- 
anese affairs in Berlin “in case of an 


emergency.”

Washington hears that Germany 
plans to forestall Japanese interference 
in the hostilities by ceding back to 
China its leased territory in the repub- 
lic before next Sunday, the end of the 
period named in the ultimatum.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Spe- 
elal.I— Germany has under considera- 
tion a plan to circumvent the intention 
of Japan to take and hold Kiau-Chau, 
according to information obtained in of- 
ficial quarters here today. This plan is 
to cede the German leased territory back 
to China before the expiration next Sun- 
day of the period named by Japan in the 
ultimatum presented to the kaiser, 

Such a move, according to the Ger- 
man view, not only would save the need- 
lees waste of blood and treasure in de 
fense of this possession but would test 
the sincetity of Japan's professed desire 
to return Kiau-Chau to China and oth- 
erwise to respect the integrity of the ori- 
ental republic. ~ 
JAP OFFICIALS STARTLED. 
Japanese officials here were startied 
at the report that Germany is consider- 
ing this step. They strongly intimated 
that Japan would not permit this plan 
te be carried cut except upon terms sat- 
isfactory to the island empire. They also 
expressed significant doubts that China 
is strong enough to hold Kiau-Chau at 
this time even should it be restored to 
her. 

This new complication in the far east- 
ern situation gave further evidence of 
the extremely delicate nature of the 
phase of the world war from the view- 
point of American interest which bas 
developed with the entry of Japan into 
the arena. 


WILSON SEES ISSUE. 

The remarkable appeal addressed to 
American citizens by President Wil- 
son urging a strict impartiality of at- 
titude toward the warring nations was 
generally interpreted as recoguition of 
the danger of involving the United 
States in trouble with Japan as a re- 
sult of the latter’s forthcoming opera- 
tions in the orient, where the protec- 
tion of American interests is impor- 
tant. 

The president's warning to My Fel- 
low Countrymen to guard against es- 
pousing the cause of any of the bellig- 
erents followed closely upon the receipt 
at the White House of memorials from 
Gierman-Americans urging the execu- 
tive to protest to Japan against her at- 
tack on Germany. 


MENACE IS NEARER. 

That menace to the interests of the 
United States in the orient is made 
less remote by the precipitation of 
Japan into the war is fully realized by 
the administration.

The German ships have been depriveo 
of essential pieces of their engines and 
their wireless plants. The whole of Ges- 
manry's seaborne commerce with Aus- 
tralasia, Asia, and East Africa is abso- 
lutely paralyzed. 

„The only vessels passing through the 
canal are those fiying the Italian flag 
and.these are besieged by hordes of for- 
eigners anxious to get away from Egypt. 
Among them are many German and Aus- 
trian officers, who have been arrested by 
British authorities while attempting, 
under disguise, to get away. 

Canal Under Military Control.

TAKE FRENCH WOUNDED HOME 


A train bringing French wounded 
soldiers has arrived at Moulins-Allier. 
The men were all wounded in the 
fighting at Blamont. Almost all of 
them were wounded in toe arms and 
legs, and this bears out the previous 
statements that the Germans are 
shooting low. ‘Their aim, however, is 
said to be poor, as 80 per cent of the 
shells fail to explode. All of the 
wounded Frenchmen brougat trophies 
in the shape of German helmets, spurs, 
and other equipment. 

A batch of 300 German prisoners 
passed Moulins for Montlucon, and 
225 more are expected. They are all 
that remain of the Ninety-ninth regi- 
ment, which was mowed down by the 
French artillery at Saales. The men 
belonged to the landwehr. When the 

cChasseurs charged, they raised hand- 
kereniefs on their rifles. All the Ger- 
man officers except five killed them- 
selves. 

Most of the prisoners are Alsatians, 
and say they are glad they were cap- 
tured. 

GERMAN EFFORT A FAILURE? 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 18.—Gen. De Jar- 
din, reviewing the position, takes the 
view that the attacks of the Germans 
on the Belgian left wing are feints de- 
signed to draw the Belgian troops from 
their main line of defense and induce 
them to make a premature retreat to 
Antwerp.

17.—{Special.]—Enthusiastic meetings of 
Poles in many towns of Russia are send- 
ing loyal acknowledgments of the favors 
foreshadowed to the Polish nation in the 
commander in chief's proclamation to the 
army. A leading Pole of Kieff aignificant- 
ly said:

JAPAN PLAYING EVEN. 

On behalf of Japan it was declared 
today that for an understanding of the 
Japanese position the ultimatum to 
Germany ought to be read in the light 
of the events following the war between 
China and Japan. Immediately after 
the war Japan was compelled by 
France, Germany, and Russia to cede 
back to China the Feng-Tien territory 
which China had ceded to her in the 
treaty of peace. 

The Japanese have always held the 
German emperor responsible for this ac- 
tion by the three powers, and from this 
rerentment arises their present alacrity 
to move to drive Germany out of Kiau- 
Chau. 

ASKS U. 8. ENVOY TO ACT. 

Ambassador Chinda this afternoon in- 
quired of Secretary Bryan whether the 
United States would be willing to as- 
sume charge of the Japanese embassy 
in Berlin in case of an emergency in the 
relations between Germany and Japan.

The ministry of war issued the follow- 
ing announcement tonight:

“One soldier wrote: ‘We have cov- 
ered sixty kilometers into France.’

“Still another wrote:

The letters were characterized by in- 
suits to the French troeps, such as 
‘When they get near us they run: all 
French ere cowards.’ 


Germans Were in Retreat. 

“All these letters were written by 
soldiers in a corps which had retreated 
before us for four days. The writers of 
the letters were chiefly preoccupied 
about food and drink. 
“They wrote that they had no need 
of money, saying: We take it up. If 
Mr. Frenchman does not cough up or if 
he looks sour we stick a revolver under 
his nose. We do that on purpose to let 
him know that the Germans have come 
before. We burn villages, we carry off 
all eatables and drinkables. 

The first town we passed after cross- 
ing the frontier wal completely de- 
stroyed. It was both a sad and agreeable 
spectacle. All the French were shot.’ 
“Another German soldier writes: ‘ I saw 
three convoys of French peasants pass. 
The prisoners are all to be shot.“ 

Another writer says: We have shot 
all the inhabitants from 14 to 0 years 
of age. All told there were thirty dead 
There are twenty other letters which 
say that everybody was shot or that no- 
body was left alive except the women.” 


OPEN MUTINY ATTENDED 
AUSTRIAN MOBILIZATION. 


Paris Dispatch Says Many Czech 
Soldiers Were Shot and That

This information is conveyed 
in a Paris dispatch to the Daily Tele- 
graph, which continues: 

In many parts of Austria enthusiasm 
for the war is completely lacking, and the 
people complain bitterly against spend- 
ing blood and money in a useless cause. 

The officigl statement adds that a large 
number of Czech soldiers have been shot 
at Prague for refusing to fight, and that 
during the night of Aug. 9 a whole Serb 
regiment of the Fifteenth Austrian army 
corps mutinied, A similar mutiny oo- 
curred in Bohemia. 

The Servian legation has received the 
following telegram from the Servian pre- 
mier, N. P. Pachitch: 

“The Austrians were routed in the 
mountains near Sabac and 15,000 annihil- 
ated. Fourteen guns were captured. 
The Austrians are fleeing in great dis- 
order to recross the rivers Save and Drina, 
hotly pursued by our troops.“

PRIVATE GAIN MUST END. 


Let me set out the suggestion very 
plainly. All the plants tor making war 
material throughout the world must be 
taken over by the government of the 
state in which it existe—every gun fac- 
tory, every rifle factory, every dock 
yard for building warships. 

It may be necessary to compensate 
the shareholders more or less com- 
pletely. There may have to be war 
indemnity. Provide for that; but that 
is a question of detail. The thing 
is, the conversion everywhere of arms 
making into a state monopoly so no- 
where shall there be a penny of avall- 
able gain in it. 

Then, and then only, will it become 
possible to arrange for the gradual 
dismantling of this industry, which is 
destroying humanity, and for the re- 
duction of the armed forces of the 
world to reasonable dimensions. 


WOULD CURB ARMS SALES. 


I would carry tais suppression down 
even to the restriction of the manu- 
facture and sale of every sort of gun, 
pistol, and explosive. They should be 
made only in government workshops, 
and sold only in government shops. 
There should not be a single rifle 
or pistol unregistered, unrecorded, and 
untraceable in the world. But that 
may be the counsel of perfection. 
The essential taing is world suppres- 
sion of this abominable traffic in the’ 
big gear of war—in warships and great 
guns. 

With this corruption cleared out of 
the way, with the armaments com- 
mercial] traveler thrown down the 
back stairs he nas haunted so long— 
flung so hard that he is incapacitated 
forever—it will become possible to con- 
sider a scheme for the reéstablish- 


WOULD END AGGRESSION. 

Until that shall be done, any such 
scheme will remain an idle dream; but 
the arms seller disposed of, the way 
will be open for association of the 
armed nations, determined to stamp 
out at once eyery recrudescence of 
ageressive war. 

They will not be totally disarmed 
powers. If is no good to disarm while 


any one single power is still in love 
with the dream of military glory. It 
is no good fo. disarm while there is 
still the possibility of the war fever 
in the human blood. The intelligence 
of the whole world must watch for 
febrile symptoms and prepare to allay 
them. 

NATIONS WILL SEEK PEACE.

MAY END NAVY BUILDING. 

It will lie in the power of England, 
France, Russia, Italy, Japan, and the 
United States, if Germany and Austria 
are shattered by this war, to forbid fcr 
ther building of any more ships of war 
at all; to persuade—if deed be, oblige— 
the minor powers to sell their navies; 
to refuse the seas to armed ships not 
under control of the confederation; to 
launch an armed ship can be made an 
invasion of the common territory of the 
world. 

Already human intelligence and hon- 
esty have contrived to keep the great 
American lakes and the enormous Ca- 
nadian frontier disarmed for a century. 
Warlike folly has complained of that, 
but has never been strong enough to up- 
et it.

HOLDS PLAN PRACTICABLE. 

This is no dream. This is the plain 
common sense of present opportunity. 
It may be urged that this is prema- 
ture discussion, that this war is still 
undecided. But indeed, there can be 
no decision to this war for France and 
England, at any rate, but the defeat 
of Germany, the abandonment of Ger- 
man militarism, the complete destruc- 
tion of the German fleet, and the cre- 
ation of this opportunity. 

Nothing short of that is tolerable. 
We must fight on to extinction rather 
than to submit to dishonoring peace or 
to any premature settlement. The fate 
of the world under triumphant Prus- 
sianism and Kruppism for the next 
200 years is not worth discussing. 


MUST CONQUER GERMANY. 

There is no conceivable conclusion to 
this war but submission at Berlin. 
There is no reasonable course before us 
new but to give all our strength for vic- 
tory and the establishment of victory. 

And so now, while there is yet time, 
the liberalism of France and England 
must speak plainly and make its appeal 
to the liberalism of all the world, not 
to share our war, indeed, but to share 
the great ends for which we are so gladly 
waging this war. For, indeed, somberly 
enough, England, France, Belgium, and 
Russia are glad of this day. 

The day of armed anxiety ſe over. 
Whatever betide, it must be an end, and 
there is no way of making it an end but 
through these two associated decisions— 
the abolition of Kruppism and the neu- 
tralization of the sea.

Dispatches received by the depart- 
ments tonight reported that all of the 
English line vesscie were sailing and 
that it was now possible ty bring an 
Americans desiring transportation to 
the United States. 

From France it was announced that 
the steamship companies were resuming 
operations in increasing numbers and 
that the situation there was completely 
adjusted. 

May Bring 31,000 Refugees. 

Secretary Garrison said he had been 
assured by officials of the International 
Mercantile Marine company that their 
vessels could return 21,300 Americans 
with first of second class accommoda- 
tions to the United States by Oct. 3. 
The Cunard company, the secretary 
said, would provide similar transporta- 
tion by Oct. 8 for more than 10,000 passen- 
sengers. 

“It is possible now to bring back all 
Americans in England and France, and 
those who can get to these countries by 
Oct. 3.“ Mr. Garrison said. ‘* Our task 
is now to secure transportation for the 
refugees in the other countries to 
France and England or some neutral 
port. All of the embasstes and legs- 
tions will work in this direction.” 


Germany Has 9,000 Americans, 

More definite knowledge of traneporte- 
tion facilities required was received from 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, who cabled 
that there were about 9,000 Americans in 
Germany who wanted to return home im- 
mediately.

laws of the country. 


Will Broaden Shipping Laws. 

This bill has been submitted to Secre- 
tary McAdoo and later will be submitted 
to the president. While the details of the 
bill are being withheld for the present, it 
is known that the bill amends the coast- 
wise shipping laws so as to permit for- 
eign built vessels to be acquired by Amer- 
ican citizens and corporations owned 
chiefly by American citizens, and allows 
these vessels to engage in the coastwise 
and intercoastal trade of the United 
States and to be operated through the 
Panama canal. 

The general purpose of the bill is to 
permit American owned vessels to be 
operated on a cost basis that will allow 
them to compete with foreign lines. The 
proposed amendment will include in de- 
tail the propositions which the senate at- 
tempted to incorporate in the ship reg- 
istry bill, Which was passed yesterday. 

President Wilson tonight signed the 
amendment to the Panama canal act, 
under which foreign built ships may be 
admitted to American registry for the 
overseas trade. The measure becomes 
effective at once, and is expected to aid 
materially in selving the problem of 
handling American exports while the 
European nations are at war.

Chi- 
cago Jews undoubtedly would have re- 
ceived direct word of it, for we have cor- 
respondents in St. Petersburg who would 
send us such a big piece of news imme- 
diately upon it becoming known. 

“The whole report is a fake, in my 
opinion. Probably the desire is to stimu- 
late patriotism in the Jews, so as to get 
them to look on Russia with friendiiness. 
But it will fail, for the Jews know too 
well that they can expect nothing from 
the house of Romano.“ 


LONDON, Aug. 18.— The Russian em- 
bassy here is in receipt of a communica- 
tion from the general staff at St. Peters- 
burg saying that the Russian mobilization 
is completed and that eleven members of 
the Russian imperiel family are at the

The communication adds that the only 
point where German forces have crossed 
the frontier is between Vloclavek and An- 
érejew, in Russian Poland west of War- 
saw.

BY A MILITARY EXPERT. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—(Special.] 
—Although the censorship over military 
information has been the strictest the 
world has ever seen, still at this time we 
are able to make a fairly accurate esti- 
mate of the general plans of the various 
warring countries of Europe. 

Generally speaking, Germany, with a 
little assistance from Austria, has taken 
the strategic offensive against France. 
Germany and Austria together have 
taken the strategic offensive against Kus- 
sia. The arrangement of the other pow- 
ers in the Balkan peninsula, Italy and 
Turkey at this time appear to be neu- 
tralizing each other, so they will have 


ily advancing on this 
line. The distance is ten days’ march, if 
unopposed. It is the shortest line from 
the German frontier to Paris. 4 

It appears that to stop any one ot the 
German columns the French win have to 
use practically all of their strategic re- 
serve, therefore the Germans, if ‘they 
break through with any one column.

This will either require 
the whole French force to fall back or 
will isolate large poftions of their army 
in fortresses. To what extent these for- 
tresses are stopping the German forward 
movement we do not know. It may be 
pretty definitely put down, though, that 
wherever the Germans strike they will 
have overwhelming numbers at the point 
attacked, and as they can choose this, 
they have an excellent chance of suc- 
cess. 

Tells Moves Into Russia. 

While the information about the Rus- | 
sian campaign is more meager than that 
about the French-German, the following 
lines of operations seem to have been 
adopted by Germany and Austria: A 
German advance of three corps and a 
large force of cavairy from Intersburg 
(East Prussia) towards Kovno and Vilna. 
Berlin reports indicate heavy casualties | 
in this direction, so that it may be as- 
sumed that there has been some heavy

It will be some time before they will 
have been so organized as to be able to 
do much offensively on the continent, 
The Belgian army has been 
pretty well mauled already. 


Tells Location of Germans. 

On the French-German frontier the 
German forces occupy from Liege on the 
right to Strassburg on the left, a straignt 
distance of 170 miles. The left of this 
position, that is, from Muelhausen, in 
advance of Strassburg, practically to a 
point opposite Nancy is covered by the 
high, rugged, and difficult range of the 
Vosges mountains. It is in this theater 
that the newspapers report the French 
have taken the offensive. 

This cannot be done in force in that 
direction by France without great danger, 
and the reports on the subject are merely 
a blind and in some ways calculated to 
‘keep up the heart of the people, as it is 
along the Alsatian border.

Well, here was a man who did that. Here was a 
hero of peace. Day after day, week after week, 
month after month, twelve hours to the day, Gail- 
lard, the soldier, went into the battle against the 
overwhelming power of nature. Slide after slide 
descended upon his work as wave after wave of an 
army rolls up and breaks upon the foe. Gaillard 
fought them with as heroic a will as he would have 
held a fortress or Gonquered an invading army in 
the field. And really died in battle. 

The president could not take & more appropriate 
opportunity to teach a lesson near to his own heart 
and often on his lips than in perpetuating the mem- 
ory of this victor of peace on the battle field he won. 

All the men who have made Americans proud in 
the triumph of the canal should be treated with a more 
substantial gratitude than congress seems to be dis- 
posed to show. The American press and public 
would do well to etpress themselves on this sub- 
ject. We go into transports of sentiment over the 
first victims of military action. We would do well 
to show that we know how to appreciate the victors 
of peace. 


“NEWS” FOR THE FRONT. 

The atinounced intention ot the French govern- 
ment to publish a newspaper for the benefit of 
soldiers who are engaged in operations emphasizes 
the isolation of the men in battle. Little as we 
know of the result of movements in Belgium, we 
know more of French fortufies than the French 
soldiers in Alsace do. They are utterly ignorant of 
what may be happening to their forces in the north. 

The credibility of a paper issued for soldiers 
would not be worth a farthing, but its effect upon 
the morale of the troops might be tremendous.

The only practical way of connecting the Chicago 
and Illinois rivers is by the construction of dams in 
the Desplaines and Illinois rivers between Lockport 
and Utica. 

This is also the least expensive form of iniprove- 
ment. 

It has the disadvatitage of disturbing existing prop- 
erty rights, which, however, can be equitably ad- 
justed, and the more important disadvantage, polit- 
ically speaking, of destroying the Illinois and Michi- 
gan canal graft. 

The difference between the IIlinols and Michigan 
canal plan of improvement ud the Desplalnes river 
plan of improvement is the difference between the 
disgrace of the French failure at Panama and of 
the American triumph.

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THE RIGHT START. 

The plea for “a right start” for the sons and 
daughters of working people has been answered by 
half a dosen states. Six states— New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin—have established state systems of indus- 
trial education. Parents in these states who are 
solicitous about the future of their children can 
prevent them from drifting into blind alley eecupa- 
tions. The state comes to their aid with free in- 
struction. 

According to a writer in the August isstie of the 
American Review of Reviews, the work of “ voca- 
tional training” in every one of these states is of 
a practical, helpful character. Boys feceive instruc- 
tion in agriculture, mechanical drawing, elec 
tricity and similar subjects that they are likely to 
use in their daily work. The vocational education 
of each state of community is determined by the in- 
dustries predominant in the community. Where a 
boy is likely to go into the steel making business 
it is a natural course that bre should be given the 


the farming communities the boys are naturally 
turned to specialized agricultural knowledge. The 
girls are everywhere taught, among other things, 
cooking, sewing, and millinery. 

Eight other states have commissions studying tlie 
subject of industrial traiting. Among them is our 
own state, Lllinois. The movement for industrial 
education may hot, as some of its enthusiasts claim, 
be & panacea for labor troubles, but it will help 
thousands of young men to get into trades instead 
of drifting into casual labor. And that is worth 
while. A good start is often all that is necessary 
to save a boy from a bad life.

A New York newsboy, Isidore Greenberg by 
name, has a plan of self-improvement which dif- 
fer’ from that of other poor boys anxidus to get 
ahead in the World.

as combatants under the French flag in 
the war with Germany forty-four years 
ago. 

Indeed, Lord Kitchener at the outset of 
the present struggle was the only English 
officer who could boast of having already 
borne arms against Germany and of hav- 
ing been under German fire. 

~ 

During the interval between his gradu- 
ation from the Royal Military college at 
Woolwich and his taking up his duties as 
a subaltern of engineers, he availed him- 
self of his holiday stay in Brittany in the 
summer of 1870 to join quietly the Franch 
forces in the field as a volunteer, and saw 
a GOnsiderable amount of active service 
there under Gen. Chan. 

Some inkling of the affair reached the 
military authorities in England and on 
his return there he was summoned to 
appear before the thén commander in 
chief, the late Duke of Cambridge, who 
asked him for an explanation of his con- 
duct. 

Strictly speaking, he should have been 
dismissed from the army for violating 
military regulations and the foreign en- 
Ustment act. But the old duke was eo 
much pleased with the explanation given 
by young Kitchetier, to the effect that he 
thought it well to take advantage of the 
unique opportunity of seeing active serv- 
ice and thus rendering himself a more 
useful officér to his own country, that he 
let him off with a stern official reprimand, 
but coupled with a kindly smile of ap- 
pbroval and with a still more commenda- 
tory pat on the shoulder.

United States Ambassador Myron T. 
Hetrick, in assuming charge of the diplo- 
matic interests of Austria in France, on 
the declaration of war against the dua! 
empire, also undertook the custody of 
the ancient church of the Cordeliers and 
of the adjacent monastery of Franciscan 
monks by which it is served in the city 
of Nancy, capital of the former sovereign 
duchy of Lorraine. 

Both the church and the monastery are 
Austrian territory, and by Virtue of a 
long standing arrangement between the 
Fréhch and Austrian governments en- 
joyéd identically the same ¢xtraterri- 
torial privileges as the Austro-Hungarian 
émbassy in Paris possessed until the out- 
break of the war. 

War oblitérates all extating treaties be 
tween the belligerents, and France should 
therefore have had a perfect right on 
the inauguration of its hostilities against 
Austria to confiscate the church with all 
ite wich treasures and the monastery. 
However, it has refrained in a chivalrous 
manner from doing anything of the kind;

century the duchy of Lorraine passed into 
the possession of France, its last sov~ 
ereign duke, husband of Empress Maria 
Theresa, receiving in exchange the grand 
duchy of Tuscany, it was especially stipu- 
lated by treaty that the Franciscan 
church of the Oordeliers at Nancy, built 
by Duke Rene II. of Lorraine in 1482 to 
celebrate his vietery over Duke Charles 
the Bold of Burgundy—e church in which 
most of the dukes and duchesses of Lor 
raine and the members of their family 
are entombed—should remain in the pos 

session of the house of Hapsburg-Lor- 
raine of Austria-Hungary. 

It was further stipulated that the Fran- 
eiscan fathers having charge of the 
church and of the tombs should be paid 
and appointed by the head of the Haps- 
burg-Lorraine dynasty and should en 
joy the same extraterritorial privileges 
as his embassy in Paris. 

The church was magnificently restored 
in 1822 by Emperor Joseph of Austria, and 
Emperor Francis Joseph has HMkewise 
endowed the church with all Kinds of 
treasures of art, and of jeweled vest- 
ments, chalices, monstrances, etc. 

At the time when the French govern- 
ment some eight or ten years ago was 
closing all the mofiasteries and taking 
possession of their property, the Austrian 
ambassador, the late Count Rudolf Khe- 
venhuller, successfully intérvened in 
behalf of the church and monastery of 
the Franciscans at Nancy on the ground 
that they were by treaty exempt from 
French jurisdiction. 

~~ 

Two years ago a strange robbery took 
place ih the church in question, two 
tombs being robbed of their contents. 
One of the bodies stolen was that of the 
Cardinal de Lorraine, son of Duke 
Charles III. 

When the outrage rst became known, 
the French authorities immediately took

Hoyne 
showed a clean bill 80 far as his personal 
knowledge went, but Northup handed 
him a wallop when he asked:

A. A.: Keeping light hair pretty is 
sometimes « difficult task, for blonde hair 
needs quite a different treatment from 
dark hair, and the shampoo mixtures and 
soaps used should be chosen with the idea.

Manriz: The texture of the skin adds to 
or detracts greatly from the beauty of 
the arm. Roughness of the skin on the 
arms between the shoulders and elbows 
is a common condition. Some skins are 
naturally much finer than others and re- 
quire less watching; some require con- 
stant grooming to keep this condition 
from arising, or, if it has developed, to 
overcome it. A treatment that is usually 
successful is to scrub the arms first with 
a stiff fesh brush (not a complexion 
brush, as its bristles are too fine) and a 
pure soap. The scrubbing should be vig- 
orous, but not sufficiently so to break the 
skin, as is sometimes done, and should be 
followed with applications of hot towels. 
Keep this up until the skin is red, soft, 
and velvety, and until every pore is open 
to drink in a soothing cream, which 
should be applied with gentle friction. 


The Beet. 


HE beet is better suited to the di- 
gestion if served hot with butter 
than if served cold. with vinegar. 
The latter method is, however, in 
much the higher favor, as #0 served 
it may be used for several purposes, 
pickle, hors d'oeuvre or relish. 
If we want a beet salad to be easily 
digestible it is better to use a dressing 
for it that contains almost no vimegar, a 
thinned mayonnaise, for instance, al- 
though most people find the French dress- 
ing more agreeable with this salad. 
Boiled Beets.—It takes much longer to 
boll beets in an open kettle than in a 
closed one, and longer when a good ceal 
of. fire is used—hard bolling—than when a 
little. Wash beets thoroughly, and be 
careful not to bruise. If they have rough

Economical Housekeeping

Put on to cook in lightly boiling salted 
water. The addition of the Deets stops 
the boiling, but as soon as ebullition de- 
gins again put on the cover, turn the gas 
low, and the boiling will go on quite fast 
enough. 

Baked Beets.—A great many people pre- 
fer baked beets to boiled. None of their 
sweetness is lost in the baking and thus 
cooked they are particularly good served 
with butter. They may be trimmed for 
baking and the leaf end sliced off. It 
is best to use a little water in the pan 
when baking them and to cover so that 
they are really steamed in the oven. They 
will need to be turned several times while 
baking, but do not use a fork for this 
purpose. A pancake turner is the best 
thing to use. They will bake much sooner 
if covered. When done cut them in cubes 
or slices, add about a tablespoon of but- 
ter to each beet, and half a tablespoon of 
sugar to each if you likeit. Some peo- 
ple prefer to put the beets into the frying 
pan with the butter, but this is only neces- 
sary when they are not hot, and the dish 
is not as digestible. If served very hot 
each person may dress his beets accord- 
ing to his own taste as to butter and sugar. 

Steamed Beets.—Beets may be cooked in 
this way on top of the stove and in about 
the same time that it takes to boil them, 
and this method is a happy compromise 
between baking and boiling. To bake 
beets by gas is not very economical but 
it is the best way to preserve all their 
sweetness and flavor. 

Cold baked beets hollowed out, placed 
on lettuce leaves, filled with chopped cab- 
bage—sometimes mixed with nuts—and 
cover with cooked dressing or sour cream 
dressing is one of the less usual salads. 

Molded Beet Salad.—Cut the beets into 
small cubes or chop while hot, add butter 
enough to make them cohere and press 
lightly into small cups. When cold turn 
out on lettuce leaves and serve with 
dressing to taste.

As con as the larve has 
left the egg and becomes a wriggler its 
first trouble may be to find food.

If the wriggier can find suit- 
able food, and the water is warm, it grows 
very rapidity, shedding its skin every two 


or three days and gradually growing 
darker in color, until at the end of the 
tenth day it enters the pupe stage.

Neither the larve or pupm are fish. 
They are insects, and require alr. The 
larvee breathes through its tail and the 
pupee through two little trumpetlike tubes 
in its head. 

The pupe stage in hot weather lasts 
about twenty-four hours. During this 
stage the insect is gradually forming 
within the pupé skin, much as the kernel 
of a nut loosens itself within its shell. 
While the pupe is resting near the sur- 
face of the water the skin splits. Through 
this split the head, antenne, and the pro- 
boscis of the mosquito slowly emerge 
above the water.

The two fore legs are thrust out and 
rest upon the water at either side of the 
pupe case, making little dimples on the 
film of the liquid. These are followed by 
the next pair of legs, and then for half 


mains floating onthe discarded skin. The 
wings then gently emerge and unfold, and 
the last pair of legs are drawnout. Then 
the mosquito files away. If during this 
process there ise a puff of wind or a dis- 
turbance in the water the mosquito is 
drowned. It is the fateful period of its 
life.

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TWO VETERANS ON SHELF 


BY J. G. DAVIS. : 

James Barnes, big in stature and golf- 
ing ability, showed some of the quality 
which made him the premier protes- 
sional of the Pacific coast by leading the 
field in the first elimination round of the 
national open championship at the Mid- 
lothian Country club yesterday. 

The lengthy expert, who now is with the 
Whitemarsh Valley Country club of 
Pennsylvania, negotiated the morning 
round in 74. In the afternoon he came 
home with 72, his total of 146 being two 
strokes lower than the scores of Francis 
Ouimet, the national Open title holder, 
and Macdonald Smith of Oakmont, Met- 
Topolitan champion, who tied at 148. 


Three “Pros” Tie at 150. 

Three eastern professionais—-M. J. 
Brady, Alec Ross, and Tom Anderson— 
tied for fourth place with totais of 150. 
H. C. Lagerblade, a homebred player from 
Youngstown, O., led the western protes- 
sionals, in company with Otto Hackbarth 
of Hinsdale, their scores being 151. 

It took two rounds of 79 to get into the 
eligible list of thirty-two who will start 
in the regular championship round to- 
morrow. This was not asking a great 
deal from the experts, and with the ex- 
ception of the downfall of Alec Smith of 
Wykagyl, and Bernard Nicholls of Wil- 
mington, there were no upsets of note. 


Alec Smith Off Game. 

The veteran Scotchman who twice has 
heid the national title and who for many 
years was rated as one of the most bril- 
ant performers in this country was 
sadly ut his game in the morning, a card 
of 86 snuffing all his championship aspira- 
tions. Alec lost several of his best clubs 
in the recent Glen Oak tournament and 
was not at home with his substitute 
weapons. 

Bernard Nichols, the English player 
who gained fame by defeating Harry 
Vardon on his first trip to this country. 
does not play as much as formerly but 
was picked to qualify. : 

Jim Barnes and Macdénald Smith cor- 
nered the cash prizes, of which there were 
two, consisting of $25 for the best rounds 
in the morning and afternoon. The Car- 
noustie Scotchman led in the morning 
with a round of 72. and this mark was 
tied by the Cornwall Englishman in the 
afternoon. 


Three Amateurs Qualify. 

Only three amateurs found places in 
the elig’ble list, Ouimet topping the trio 
while Warren K. Wood of Flossmoor and 
William Rautenbusch of Garfield Park, 
the Chicago amateur champion, tied at 
155 for seventeenth place. 

The increasing skill of the homebred 
players was demonstrated by the fact 
fourteen qualified, as against sixteen pls vers 
of Scottish extraction. Barnes was the lone 
Englishman to get into the running, and W. J. 
Bell the lone Canadian. 

Too much praise cannot be given the Mid- 
lothian course and the experts had many words 
of commendation for the quality of the greens.

Banks’ Reserve Will Give 
Plenty of Curreney. 


iss | PROVISIONS EXPLAINED 


Some of the possibilties of the flood of 
money and credit which lie in the pro- 
visions of the federal reserve act under 
which the banks soon will be organised 
may be shown in the shifting of reserves 
called for. It will be possible for the 
national banks alone to release under the 
terms of the act a maximum of $880,000,- 
000 lawful money during the first twelve 
monthe of the operation of the law. 

By lawful money is me legal tender 
money, which does not include national 
bank notes. It is the kind of money 
which the banks hold in their vaults as 
reserve against deposits, and in thepop- 
ular acceptation of the relation between 
lawful money and loans the banks will 
be enabled to expand their credit by 
about 31,00, 000,000, thie being four times 
the amount of the legal reserve cash 
which will be released under the new law. 


New Reserve Provisions. 

The national banks of the country are 
classified into those located in central 
reserve cities (new York, Chicago, and 
St. Louis), those in reserve cities (forty- 
seven in number), and those in the coun- 
try outeide the central reserve and re 
Serve cities. 


the central reserve cities are required 
to oarry in their vaults a reserve in law- 
ful money of 26 per cent egainst all de- 
posite. Under the federal reserve act 
they will, for the first six months, carry 
only à total of 18 per cent against demand 
deposits, 6 per cent of which must be in 
their own vaults and 7 per cent in the 
federal reserve banks to be organized. 

The remaining 5 per cent, making a 
total of 18, may be carried in either the 
fede reserve bank or in their son 
vaults. Should they carry 12 per cent in 
the federal reserve bank they would be 
entitled under the law to pay in half thie 
amount in tawful money and the other 
nalf in eligible paper. 


Can Hold Less Actual Cash. 


So the actual cash tied up in vaulta will be 12 
per cent of deposits as against the present 25. 
This will release in the central reserve cities 
$230,724,856, being the figures of the latest 
available report of the controller of the cur- 


rency. 

The banks im reserve cities under the present 
law are required to carry a reserve of 26 per 
cent against deposits, one-half of which may 
be in the form of balances with central reserve 
city banks and the other half must be kept in 
the bank's own vaults. This in effect is only a 
12% per cent cash reserve. 

Under the federal reeerve act the reserve 
city banks are required to carry 6 per cent 
in their vaults end 3 per cent during the firm 
twetve months in the federal reserve bank 
The remainder may be in credit balances, with 
the federal reserve or other banks. Since one- 
half of the 8 per cent in the federal reserve 
bank may be a credit balance, the actual 
lawful money tied up will be 7% per cent as 
against the present „ This uction will 
release $106,108.

New York, Aug. 18.—More activity was 
noted in foreign exchange today than at 
any time since the war began. This was 
accepted ag evidence of further improve- 
ment in the general financial situation.
